optimistic Republicans forecast 
Democratic losses of a half dozen 
or more Senate seats and of 75 or 
80 in the “Hotise. Democratic 
Chairman James A. Farley called 
such a prediction absurd, although 
he said it “would be idle to deny” 
some Democratic House members 
would lose. Most prominent Dem- 
otrats figure the House turnover 
at 25 to 50, and concede two or 
three Senators and as many Gov- 
ernors to the opposition.

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NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—The ques- 
tion of New Deal strength in 
President Roosevelt’s home State 
was the ce-ter of national political 
interest today. 

James A. Farley, Democratic na- 
tional and State chairman, predict- 
ed Gov. Herbert H. Lehman would 
be re-elected by a plurality of at 
least 250,000 votes. 


In contrast to this, William S&S. 


] urray, Republican State chair- 
man, predicted District . Attorney 
Thomas E. Dewey would be elected 
Governor by a plurality of at least 
268,000 votes. 

Many politicians believed the con- 
test for Governor will be closer 
than the rival leaders have indi- 
cated. 

Farley estimated Lehman’s mini- 
mum plurality in New York City at 
650,000. Murray conceded Lehman 
would carry the metropolitan area, 
but he set Lehman’s plurality at 
374,000. Here’s the way he figured 
it: Lehman would carry the Bronx 


by 134,000; carry New York Coun-. 


ty (Manhattan) by 96,000, and carry 
Kings County (Brooklyn) by 161,- 
000. But, added Murray; the Gov- 
ernor would lose Queens County to 
Dewey by 16,000. and Richmond 
County (Staten Island) by 1000 to 


Dewey. 
“The Situation Upstate. 

“The situation in upstate coun- 
ties has been canvassed in the most 
thorough manner,” said Farley. 
“This upstate survey shows that 
under no circumstan can the Re- 
publican candidates obtain a plu- 
rality in excess of 400,000 votes.” 

Murray disagreed. He predicted 
Dewey's plurality outside New York 
City would be 642,000. 

“You are going to see something 
upstate you never saw before,” 
Murray said. “It will be surprising. 
I've had to revise my figures up- 
ward since Saturday. The vote fog 
er. is just going to be a snow- 
ball.” 

Farley said that along with Gov. 
Lehman and Charles Poletti, his 
running mate, “the entire State 
ticket will be elected by substantial 
majorities.” 

Contests for Senate. 

Murray predicted the Repyblican 
ticket would go in with Dewey. He 
had agreement on this from Ken- 
neth Simpson, Republican. Nation- 
al Committeeman, who did not give 
any figures but just said the .elec- 
tion would . be -“eloge.”~’He added 
that the election of the entire Re- 
publican ticket was “clearly indi- 
cated.” ; 

The contest for Governor has 
dominated the intensive campaign, 
although two United States Sen- 
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ators will be elected. The ‘veteran. 
Democratic Senator Robert F. Wag- 
ner is opposed by John Lord O'Brian, 
critic of the administration: of the 
National Labor Relations (Wagner) 
Act, and advocate of amendments 
to that law. -Representative James 
M.~Mead of Buffalo, a New ‘Deal 
stalwart of the House is seeking 
the short-term Senate seat, opposed 
by Republican Edward Corsi, New 
York. 

The candidates for Governor have 
not accented the New Deal issue. 
It was accented beyond doubt as 
of top importance last Friday, how- 
ever, when President Roosevelt as 
a “citigen” appealed for a continu- 
ance of New Deal ‘policies and the 
election of candidates sympathetic 
to’ New Deal objectives. 

LaGuardia. on Intolerance. 

The question of racial and fe- 
ligious prejudice and intolerance 
which has appeared the last few 
days was noted by Mayor LaGuar- 
dia in a radio speech yesterday | ers 
when he said: “I resent with all the 
bitterness .that.

*‘United Front’ Groups, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—The Dies 
House committee investigating un- 
American activities received testi- 
mony today that David Saposs, 


identified as chief economist of the 
National Labor Relations Board, 


was the author of a textbook used { 


in a Communist workers’ schoo] in 
New York. — 

J. B. Matthews, who gave ‘the 
committee this testimony, said the 
book was called “Left Wing Union- 
ism.” 

Matthews, who described himself 
as an independent writer of Wasift 
ington and New York and said that 
between 1932 and 1935 he was con- 
nected with 28 Communist Front 
organizations, said he. understood 
that Saposs was not a member of 
the Communist party, but that Mra, 
Saposs was. 

Discussing Saposs’ views as set 
forth in the book, Matthews said 
Saposs believed that trade union- 
ism, “in order to develop class 
struggle must engage in strikes, 
and that if there were no issues 
they must be created.” The strug- 
gle, Matthews said, “may have 
nothing to do with collective bar- 
gaining, wages or hours.” 

Saposs’ Statement. 

After reading accounts. of 
Matthews’ testimony, Saposs issued 
@ statement denying that his wife 
was a member of the Communist 
party.- He said his book was an’ 
analytical, written as his disser- 
tation for a doctor’s degree at Co- 
lumbia University in 1926 and was 
now out of print, 


“The book is-primarily a descrip-| 


tive analysis,” he said, “based on 
the historical development of the 
policies and.tactics of radicals in 
the American labor movement,” 

“It is common knowledge that the 
Communists have taken strong ex- 
ception to my interpretations and 
evaluations of their actions.” 

Matthews told the committee that 
in‘ his Communist Front activities, 
he consulted many times with Ear! 
Browder, head of the Gommunist 
party in the United Badia. pare 

On~.one occasion, the witness 
added, Browder asked him to “make 
@ contact” in the State Department 
with a-view to@¢the Communist 
party's “using the processes of dip- 
lomatic immunity to transfer funds 
from Russia to the United States.” 
He gaid he told Browder he could 
not “get mixed up in any intrigue 
of that sort.” 

Chairman Dies (Dem.),. Texas, 
asked Matthews if he knew any 
Communists inthe State Depart- 
ment, 

Matthews feplied that a. Noel 
Field; no longer connected with 
the department, had freely - dis- 
cussed his Communist party mem- 
bership with him. 

Matthews on Heywood Broun. 

Harlier, Matthews told the com- 
mittee that he and Heywood Broun, 
newspaper columnist and president 
of the American Newspaper Guild, 
formerly were “closely associated in 
at least five Communist unite 
fronts.” . 

Matthews said he had been con- 
nected with the following organiza- 
tions which he said were Communist 
united front groups: ‘The Student 
Congress Against War, National 
Student League, American Student 
Union, Unemployed Councils, Com- 
munist Party Mass Meeting on

“I cannot expect them to alter 
their constitutions but when one 
reads of Commoner Greenwood 
(Laborite Arthur Greenwood) in the 
British Parliament uttering the 
wish that Nazi-ism and Fascism be 
crushed and when one thinks of 
the possibility. that: his party may 
come once into power it is my duty 
to see that this Reich shall not be 
crushed. 

We 
want nothing but to get on with 
our work in peace,” 

Skeptical of Disarmament. 

The Chancellor touched briefly on 
Germany's acquisition of Austria 
and Czechoslovakia’s Sudeten areas, 
ying these territories had. become 
P loyal members of the greater Ger- 
many.

The other was an agreement limit- 
ing the size of the American Navy 
gnd the development of naval bases 
in the far Pacific to a point avow- 
edly designed to make it impossible 
for the United States to wage war 
in Asiatic waters. 

It was obvious at the: time to 
many observers that the naval dis- 
armament meant that China would 
have to defend herself if she were 
attacked by Japan, since neither 
Great Britain nor the United States 
could effectively intervene. What- 
ever rights we possessed under the 
Nine-Power Treaty were in fact 
made unenforceable under the na- 
yal treaty. ae 

Nine years later,’ in September 
1931, the radically new situation 
created in 1922, was put to the 
test. Japan invaded Manchuria; 
by this act she violated the terri- 
torial integrity of China and ob- 
tained the power to close the open 
door in one part of China. We 
took a firm and uncompromising 
stand upon the principles of ‘the 
treaty. But in the last analysis we 
knew and Japan knew that we 
would limit our attempt to enforce 
our rights to a mobilization of 
world opinion. Not only were the 
American people opposed to a war 
about China but the condition of 
the navy prohibited any action 
which might have led to war. 
Thus it was demonstrated at the 
beginning of Japan’s great cam- 
paign for empire that we would 
not intervene to oppose her.
